which an immense inverted pyramid 
of debt rests, IB beginning to wobble, 
und the U. S, Treasury official* are 
making frantic appeals to Congress 
to brace 
it up. 
Here IB Secretary 


Shaw's suggestion to Congress. 


"The frequent purchase and retire- 


ment of bonds renders the amount 
Available for circulation gradually less, 
\vbile a rapidly growing populatlon.ad- 
ilitlor.al banking 
facilities and 'ex- 


panding trade suggest the need of an 
ever increasing circulation. 
I there- 


fore believe the time has arrived when 
it will be necessary to adopt one of 
two policies—either the 
government 


debt must be perpetuated as a basts 
for National bank circulation and ad- 
ditional bonds issued as occasion may 
jequire, or some other system must be 
provided." 


Mr. Editor, what the industries of 


this Nation need at the present time 
is not more National bank notes re- 
deemable on demand In gold, for gold 
has already a heavier load than It can 
carry, but 
it needs more absolute 


money that is a full legal tender. 


If the financial institutions in the 


United States had all the gold money 
of the world it would hardly make a 
decent reserve for the demand liabili- 
ties against it. If Congress is equal 
to the emergency it will enact a free 
coinage law and make the ratio 16 
of silver to 1 of gold and make silver 
a full legal tender for all debts, the 
same as gold. 


Silver was demonetized In the in- 


terest of the creditor class, now let 
It be remonetized in the Interest of all 
the people.

A GLANCE 
BACKWARD 


T 


HERE aeenis to be a growing feeling of uneasiness 


among Republican financiers and statesmen as to 


the stability of the business situation. 
This feeling is 


well-expressed by Mr. Vanderlip m his recently published 
•tatement, and we find a faint intimation of the same 
feeling in President Roosevelt's message to Congress. 
It 


crops out in the report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, and in the utterances generally of those who are 
Urging changes of the banking laws for the purpose, as 
It is claimed, of giving greater elasticity to the cur- 
rency. 


There is nothing immediately alarming in the situa- 


tion if we are to judge by surface indications. 
At the 


same time these suggestions of danger are not only de- 
serving of a passing thought, but they justify a retro- 
spective glance at the financial policy which has prevailed 
In this country for the last decade, as well as a moment's 


' 
consideration of some Republican utterances during that 
period. 


Early in 1893 the financial storms which for three years 


had been sweeping fitfully over Europe and Australia 
reached the more favored shores of the United States. 
A money stringency appeared in Wall street. At once 
the great banks of New York ascribed it to the "Sherrnan 
Law," which it was said was destroying public confidence. 
These banks entered into what has been aptly termed the 
"Bankers conspiracy." They shut off credit, particularly 
to- western banks, giving as a reason the danger which 
it was claimed lurked in the "Sherman Law," and alleging 
that they could not safely extend their credits until that 
law was repealed. Then the panic in all its fury burst up- 
on, the country'. Six hundred banks, mosctly in the west 
•nd several thousand business houses went down in ruin 
in about thirty days. 


Congress was called together in extraordinary session 


for the purpose of repealing the purchasing clause of 
the "Sherman Law" and restoring public confidence. Mr. 
Sherman, the Nestor of Republican finance, declared in the 
Senate that if this action were taken confidence would be 
restored at once, and that prosperity would return in ten 
days. The bill was passed, and the purchases of silver 
w re stopped but the prosperity failed to appear. 
Months 


passed, and then came the cry that we must have a bond 
issue to replentlsh the gold reserve in the treasury. If 
that were done, we would have "sure-enough" prosperity, 
as the ywould say in some parts of the south. In due time 
flftv mtiHnn doiiaxo in Wnu.i «ere issued, and still there 
was no prosperity. The gold was drawn out of the treas- 
ury as fast as it went in. "More bonds!" was the cry, 
and more bonds it was, until two hundred ana sixty two 
millions had been issued. Instead of the promised prdS- 
perity the country sank deeper and deeeper into the 
•lough of depression. 
. Then the candidacy of Mr. Bryan and the threat of 
free silver coinage were given as the reasons for the con- 
tinued hard times. Defeat Bryan and kill the 'silver snake' 
and the sunshine of business levival would beam upon us 
as soon as the result was known. 
Bryan ivas beaten, 


free silver was rendered impossible for four years at least 
but we saw no sunshine on the business horizon. 


The seven moths immediately following McKlnleys 


first election were the vorst we had experienced since 
the 'acute stage of the panic was passed. 
Although 


there had been a marked revival of business in Europe, 
there had been no such change here. The Republican lead- 
era were again ready with an excuse. The mills had not 
Started because there was no Republican tariff on the 
statute books. 
It would not do Jo set the wheels of in- 


dustry in motion with the Wilson Law in foice,, becausfc 
that would prove that the factories could run without a 
Republican tariff, and it would be so much harder for the 
tariff beneficaries to secure the exorbitant rates which 
they desired. 
So Congress was called together in extra 


session—not to enact the gold standard into law, but to 
place a Republican tariff on the statute books. This was 
done, and then the improved business conditions which 
had long before appeared in Europe began to snow them- 
selves here. 


The prosperity continued, but the Republican leaders 


were not entirely satisfied \\ith the situation and in the 
spring of 1900 they passed what is known as the gold 
standard act. Then they were sure that the prosperity 
was here to stay. 
But later in the year came another 


Presidential campaign, and presto! they at once dis- 
covered that the gold standard la*, their own creation, 
was to defective that if Bryan were elected, he coutld 
manipulate the finances of the country in such manner as 
to subvert the gold standard and put us squarely on a 
silver basis. 
As there was only about six hundred mil- 


lion dollars in silver coin and bullion available for coin- 
age in the country, while four or five times that amount 
at money is required for the transaction of the Nation's 
business, it is not easy to see by what sort of financial 
hocus pocus we could be landed upon a silver basis; and, 
as with nearly all of their other monetary propositions 
the advocates of the gold standard made no attempt at 
economic explanation. 
But the contention was made and 


doubtless it aided in the second election of President Mc- 
Ktaley. 


Then Mark Hanna and others of importance in the 


Republican party openly and boldly declared that as a 
result of the election the business situation had been made 
entirely secure. 
Economic conditions and all of those 


elements which usually affect business were ignored by 
these statesmen. With them Republican ascendency was 
all that was necessary to insure permanent prosperity, and 
this in the face of the historic facts that the panics of 
1W3 and 1893 both came with Republican policies In full 
force. 


And now with that party in complete control of the 


government, with a Republican financial policy, and a 
Republican tariff, men high in the councils of the party 
are hanging out warning signals of danger ahead. They 
toll us that confidence has been extended too far, and 
that toe mass of credits afloat is too great ror the volume 


of actual money. 
Mr. Vanderlip likens the entire finan- 


cial fabric, to an Inverted pyramid. 


The most remarkable circumstance connected with this 


matter Is that uncompromising cold irien how scent dan- 
ger in the very conditions which 
they advocated all 


through the great battle of the standards. Therr plea was 
that the quantity of money was immaterial; that the 
great bulk of modern business was done on credit; that 
what we wanted was money of "sound quality;" that gold 
alone answered this definition; hence, we must make the 
gold standard secure, which would restore confidence and 
make credit both-safe and abundant. The bimetallic con- 
tention that the greater the volume of basic money the 
more credit could safely be carried was brushed -aside 
contemptuously as the senseless raving of a lot of hair- 
brained fanatics. 
All that we needed was a gold stan- 


dard and plenty of confidence. 


Now it begins to dawn upon them that there Is too 


much confidence abroad In the land, and that credit has 
been extended to the danger point. That there is some 
truth in this is beyond question, and that it is a situa- 
tion naturally resulting from Republican financial policy 
and argumentation, as herein outlined Is equally clear. 
Nevertheless If the financial ekies become clouded and 
business troubles appear, say about a year hence, it is as 
certain as anything in public affairs can me that the Re- 
publican leaders to a man will change It all to the near 
approach of a Presidential election and the fear of a 
Democratic victory. 
It is well therefore, for us to take 


a comprehensive view of the situation, to look backward 
as well as forward, in order that partisan claims may be 
justly weighed, and estimated at their true value.
